All accounts are due on the first of month following 
date of purchase. Interest at 6% will be charged 
on accounts after 60 days. 


Orders to be shipped should be accompanied by 
check, money order, or draft, except C.O.D. orders, 
which should be accompanied by remittance for 25% 
of total amount of the order. 


Delivery—No charge is made for deliveries but 
on all shipments the purchaser is expected to pay 
the carrying charges. Unless specific directions are 
given for way of shipment, we reserve the right to 
use our discretion. On small shipments by parcel 
post 20% should be added in order to cover mailing 
charges. 


Guarantee—We guarantee all of our stock to be 
true to name and to be clean, healthy, transplanted 
stock. Our stock has been certified by State em- 
ployed inspectors to be “apparently free of injurious 
insects and diseases.” 


All stock (except Bulbs, Roses and Perennial 
flowers), if planted by us and paid for promptly, 
is guaranteed to start to grow during the growing 
season immediately followed the planting thereof. 
Stock which dies the first growing season will be 
replaced for one-half of the original price plus plant- 
ing cost, if there is no evidence of neglect and pro- 
vided the variety is available. If variety is not avail- 
able, credit will be given on other plants of the 
purchaser’s selection.
